Smoking can make 
you ‘fiame out’ 

We continue our campaign to stop all 
cigarette, cigar or pipe smoking by pub¬ 
lishing a few facts revealed by the Ame¬ 
rican Lung Association. 

We don’t mean to preach. We just 
hope all of our readers who smoke will 
take one minute — and a few clean 
breaths — to read the following statis¬ 
tics: 

• The estimated annual excess mor¬ 
tality from cigarette smoking in the Uni¬ 
ted States exceeds 350,000 more than the 
total number of American lives lost In 
World War I, Korea and Vietnam com¬ 
bined. 

• It is estimated that among 656,000 
annual deaths from coronary heart dis¬ 
ease, 30%, or 170,000 deaths, are attri¬ 
butable to smoking. 

• Furthermore, 30% of the 412,000 an¬ 
nual cancer deaths — about 125,000 
are attributable to smoking. 

• Between 80 and 85% of deaths from 
lung cancer are directly attributable to 
smoking, making smoking the leading 
cause of cancer mortality in the United 
States. Many of those are from “second¬ 
hand” smoke. 

• The incidence of lung cancer is now 
Increasing faster among American women 
than among men. 

• Lung cancer is now replacing breast 
cancer as the leading cause of cancer 
mortality among American women. 

• Between 80 and 90% of the more than 
60,000 estimated deaths in 1983 from 
chronic obstructive lung disease have 
been attributed to smoking and could, 
therefore, be considered preventable. 

• It has been estimated than an average 
of 5Vt minutes of life is lost for each 
cigarette smoked. 

• For a 25-year-old man who smokes one 
pack per day (20 cigarettes), the reduc¬ 
tion averages 4.6 years, whereas for a man 
of the same age who smokes two packs 
per day (40 cigarettes), 8.3 years of ex¬ 
pected longevity are lost. 

• Women who smoke during pregnancy 
had twice the incidence of low birth 
weight than nonsmokers. 

• As a result of the effects of smoking 
on birth weight and gestational (age), 
smoking increases the risk of neonatal 
death. 

We will continue this editorial next 
week with more information concerning 
smoking.

bad, how do you fix it? How do you avoid 
getting a bad credit rating?” 

Was it Will Rogers who said “We’re the 
first country ever went to the dogs on credit ? 
Consumer borrowing, now at an all-time high, 
thanks mostly to that plastic money we all use 
loo much, worries some experts. Others think 
it’s the cornerstone of the country. 

With so much of our life revolving around 
credit, it’s inevitable that some get in wrong 
or too deep. Fixing it is just like fixing a 
bad reputation — since a credit rating is basic¬ 
ally your reputation for paying bills. Pay up, 
things get better. Don’t pay. your rating drops. 
Much of the credit system is on the TRW sys¬ 
tem, now accessible for $30 annually to join 
the new IRW Credential setup which gives 
you access to your file and a flag whenever 
someone checks your file. The law says you 
must be given access to your lile. 

Once you know how bad things are, you 
could lake out one loan and clean up the whole 
pile. Then make sure you pay that one like 
clockwtrrk and make sure your credit file says 
so. 

Mow to avoid il (or establish credit)? 
Huy something on lime — shoes, a car, a 
house — than make those payments priority 
one. If you must miss, make advance ar¬ 
rangements.

State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Bill Honig announces, 
“This month provides an excellent op¬ 
portunity for all Californians to give spe¬ 
cial recognition to our public schools — 
their administrators, teachers, other 
school personnel and the students.”

There are currently 7416 schools in 
California, educating 4,151,110 students, 
taught by 185, 915 teachers and employ¬ 
ing 206, 108 additional administrators, 
support and classified staff.

Politicians talk to college 


: Concerned with the 
pressing need for better 
understanding between 
local community colleges 
and Sacramento politi¬ 
cians, the Pasadena City 
College Legislative Con¬ 
tact Committee has 
scheduled several meet¬ 
ings with legislators, re¬ 
presenting the college 
district. 

Democratic State Se¬ 
nator Walter W. Stiern 
(Pasadena) and Repub¬ 
lican State Assemblyman 
Richard Mountjoy (Ar¬ 
cadia) recently visited the 
PCC campus and discus¬ 


sed at length the imme¬ 
diate problems confront¬ 
ing community colleges. 

One of the major is¬ 
sues now facing commu¬ 
nity colleges is local vs. 
regional control. Dr. 
John W. Casey, super¬ 
intendent/president, ex¬ 
pressed the concern that 
legislators might not be 
aware of the success of 
the community college 
system and the signi¬ 
ficant contributions they 
have to the community. 
In addition, he said, “It 
is important for every¬ 
one to realize the tremen¬

The average person bums 
up 2,000 calories per day. 
Each of the eight members of 
an upcoming North Pole ex¬ 
pedition team will bum be¬ 
tween 6,000 and 8,000 
calories per day for their 50- 
day exp^ition. Under those 
conditions, the role of nutri¬ 
tion becomes evident — not 
only for good health, but for 
survival. 

The Steger International 
Polar Expedition, composed 
of seven men and one woman 
who are polar and winter 
travel experts, seeks the an¬ 
swers to two key lingering 
questions in the history of 
polar exploration. First, can 
that most remote destination, 
the North Pole, be reached 
solely by the power and perse¬ 
verance of people and sled 
dogs? Secondly, were the ef¬ 
forts by early explorers to 
reach the Pole without the 
benefit of modem technology, 
such as aircraft, realistic?

Incumbents were re¬ 
turned to office in Mon¬ 
rovia’s municipal elec¬ 
tion on Tuesday. Mayor 
Paul Stuart continues as 
mayor, defeating his 
challenger. Council- 
woman Mary Wilcox, by 
a vote of 2102 to 1400. 

Monrovia, with a pop¬ 
ulation of 32,065, is the 
only foothill area city to 
elect its mayor directly. 

Councilmen Robert 
Bartlett and John No- 
rembega were also re¬ 
elected. The city’s recent 
law prohibiting onstreet 
overnight parking was 
the most-widely discuss¬ 
ed issue in the council 
race in which voters had 
a field of five to choose 


from. All five of the 
men entered in the coun¬ 
cil race, the two incum¬ 
bents plus Joe Garcia, 
Patrick Hauk and Ed¬ 
ward Zoolalian, had dif¬ 
ferent views on the issue. 
Both Barlett and Norem- 
bega felt the issue should 
have been presented to 
the voters rather than be¬ 
ing treated as a council 


According to election 
officials, 3599 voters or 
about 26% of Monro¬ 
via’s registered voters 
turned out to vote. 

The mayor serves a 
two-year term while 
council members serve 
for four years.
